MARSHALL'S DISCOVERY. 

An Aaaosat el tba FIniUna of Gold In Oai 
Ifurnta. 

I «ea a nottoa of the doadi of Jafnci 
W. Marshall, wbo discovered gold In 
California. I became aoquainted with 
Marshall, at Coloma, California. I 
knew him intlmatoly, and was associ- 
ated with lilin in business at that place, 
wir.cii is on the soutii fork of the Amor 
lean Uiver. M irshall was a nalivu i.l 
New Jersey, (iohl was discinered in 
Keliriiary, 181H, by Marshall iinil an 
iitlier man name I Wieiiier. I liavi 
gotten Wiciiier's lirst iianu'. .Mar.fhili 

and \^'e:iiiL'r liiiill fur Coli I Slitter s 

saw niiU at Coloiua. and ha I lln'shu I il 
In t'ebriinry. IHtH. I am a stockholder 
in a company wliloh now owns thai 
saw mill. 'I'm' mill had li.'on erectu.la; 
tliC head of a liai wlierj tiiH river bond.' 
ai 'iiiiiil it in tliu form of ',hc letter I.'. 
The mill race bad boen cut tliro.igli tnc 
bar, and when tlie mill Wiis starte.l it 
waj f..!iiid that the rauu was lo i s'ui 
ii/.r, and for Ibis rit.kson the wlii'cl ol 
llic mill ivas partially iiniler water. The 
water w:is shut oX and .Marshall iind 
fc'nimer went down into tho r.ico to 
ascui'lain where it was to be dug doop- 
ir A i>o:at about fifty ynrda 
b low the mill, they ciMicliilod, wa- 
tliu place wh eh nli-ilriii't 'd thj flow of 
waUir. Here Marshall sa d to Wolmor: 
"What is tliat whiuli shine* lust at thn 
toe of .your hootP" Wulmsr then picked 
up thn shilling; pleci, ;i id they both 
thought it a piiTii of liius-. Tb y \»')r in 
to conjucturo how it was p.isilblu lor a 
iiluce of brass to gut into the ra-'u. 
rraia the fact that no brass had lie m 
used in the eonstruel nu of the mill, and 
that the piece finiiiil had been worj 
smiK>tb, thuy ounuludcd that it was not 
brass, and might bo gold. On that dav 
.Mrs. VVuimor wa< makiii<; soap, and for 
this purpii.si! Iiail iiiadu lie by luaeli'n; 
wood ashes. To lesl tliu metal found 
Mrs. Woimor iHiilud it sevuriU hours in 
this lye, and when she roniorud il from 
tho lyu it was as black us ink. 'Hiuso 
facta wore stated to mo by Marshull, 
Weiiuer, and Mrs. Weiiuor. I went 
with Marshall to Wciiiicr's hou^u to see 
tho lirst piece of gold foiiinl in Cal- 
ifornia, and then and there the whole 
history of the discovery was tulke I hm t 
by all three of tho persons who |>.iriici- 
patcd in the discovery. Mrs Wi iiin r 
then showed the picro of /uM. lis 
weight was $7, or, the valuo of tlio 
ouuun being tl6, in other words. Hi 
peuuyweights. The form of the p'oce 
was thai of a long, irregular pum|ikln 
seed. It was btill black as wIumi taken 
out of the lye, except at one niid, where 
the inorustation formed by tho Ij-e bad 
been removed. 

This dlscoTory was made in Keliniary. 
ISIH. The day I do not icmeiiiber. As 
soon aa this lye test hod boon luadu 
Manball and Wetmer went Into tho 
mill race and with wooden bowls washed 
out some two or throo ounces of gold, 
and Marshall carried it to Monterey to 
ascertain if it were gold. Tbli wa* the 
uuareit place where the meant to make 
the tost eould be bad. 

Colonel Sutter resideil at his fort, near 
what il now the city uf Sacrnniuiito. He 
was a Swiss and arlajismaii' uf Nii|iiileiiii 
in. One evening, wlu n ;.'iiint,' down 
the Sacremento Uiver in a sleamUiat. 
Lk>loael Sutter told iiiu the story of 
Marshall's return from Moiiten-y. 
Colonel Sutter said: "I was in buil. and 
it was about two u'eliiek at night I 
hoard some unu ride up to tlio fort, thu 
horse running at tha top o( hi* ipoed. 
Then a banging at the' gate; then 1 
hoard tliu clank of the spurs on the 
brick floors of the fort; then a jxniinlin:' 
at the door ol my room, and when i 
opened the door in rushed Marshall, 
•liouting: "It's gold! it'a gold!" 

At tho time Marshall and Welmer 
built the mill at Ooloma the labor used 
was Indian labor. There wore no other 
wbltomm betidea Manball and Welmer. 
Marshall wa* unmarried and had no 
children. I think Welmer hatl but do 
not distinctly remember. 

When Marshall returned from Mon- 
terey to Coloma ho brouglit with him 
about 300 Indians, and took to Webber 
Creek, distant about six miles from Co- 
loma. There with his Indians he washed 
out a large aiuimnt of gold. Hia part 
was siiliieiiiiit to buy from Sutter the 
saw mill at Coloma. In 1849 Marehalli 
and John Winter owned the mill to- 
gether, and they alao owned Wlntar** 
iloti'l. They anid tho lumber at (SOO a 
llmusand, and the demand was greater 
than the mill could supply. I paid at 
tho hotol 9100 a week board, without a 
room. Marshall was then worth more 
tlian $100,(XX), Imt his goncrosllv was 
without limit. Hu gave to all who 
asked of hiiu. He had no bii.4iiius's 
i]ualilications, and when sharp business 
men uamu in and built up the little town 
of (Jolonia, Marshall was soon traded 
out of all his property. His money he 
had lent where it would never bo re- 
turned or luul been given away. 

TliHii Marshall bobamo a prospector 
for gold mine*. Several times I Ktted 
him out with mules, men and provlaioos 
to go prospecting. Ho know the coun- 
try better than any other man aklliat 
liiiiu, and led the way to many rich 
placer mines; but bo never found any 
that were rich onongh for him. Often 
has ho left mines where ho could tako 
out six or seven ounces per day to each 
man to *oek an £1 Eonulo where hun- 
dred* ot-.ttmiands oould be made ln« 
week. 

Since 1882 I have known nothing of 
Marshall, but I concur in the opinion 
that it ia a disgraoo to the State of Cali- 
fornia that *be ba* aaffoiad Manball to 
die In want To Sutter flrit and Mar- 
shall next i* California moat indebted.

■•im* IniarcatbiK ninti Ralntiv* ta Ita 
lluatlfloallon. 

As a woman can not oo beautiful 
without having a good complexion, und 
a* many women are decidedly ignorant 
of even the simplest rules for kueping 
the ci)Ui|ili'\ioii iu f;ooil condition, a ru- 
porter olitaiiicd the fullowing liints as 
aids to thu c juiplnxiuii : Hume womci 
ai-e born with beautiful skin, clear, soft, 
and peach-like, but there are very few 
womtin in tliis climate who can keep 
their iiomplexioos clear and handsonm 
without oonalderable care. Theni is 
something iu tlie New York air, its 
harshness or saitue.ss most |,rolmliiy, 
that tends t<i coarsen or roughen thu 
akin. l!o where will one see such bad 
eomplexions among the general run of 
uoiocn OS in New York. In Philadel- 
phia and Uoston, in Washington. Chi- 
uigo, even in ^rimy t.'inuinnati, thu 
complexion of tuo girls and women 
iiavo a freshness, a soft color, which 
those of New Yo;k girls and women 
lack. Of course, tlicre are a iiuiiilier of 
exceptions to this rule. Theru ui'o both 
woiuiu and girls in New York whoso 
coiiiplevions are e.X(|uisite. 

The lil^t Ihing a woman should re- 
iiieinljrr if she wants to iu.pi'uvu her 
cunipluxioii is that nothing rubbed on 
the skin itself is going to lielp it very 
•uulorlaily. Tho lotions and "oroiiras," 
and pruimralions of one kind and an- 
other wliicli are prepiircd by ipiiicks fi f 
'beautifyiug" tlio skin, are all hum- 
bug.4, and no suusible woman sbuuld bu 
Ud into buying thoin. To obtain a 
boautifnl sklii one must begin and diet 
properly. liulter. fat meat and greasy 
food of every kind must not be eaten. 
tUillw and lea must lie giveu u|i. so 
imisl claret and all kinds of wibe. and 
milk or lenioiiadu subntiluted. Fruits 
and vegetables should be caton in 
aliiiiidaiice. rich candies and cakes 
siiiided. pio m-ver .slnniM be touched, 
and pickles and acid food geouraily 
should be dis|ieaied with. A woman 
who follows tlic above rules will lind that 
her skin will become smooth and clciir 
after .several mouths have passed. Of 
course thu dieting must bj thorough 
and careful. No improvement can ne 
in;ido unle-sa itki. 

.V tabloipoonful o( sulphur taktn 
evi ry other luornhiK for a week. :iuil 
then not taken agatn fur tlireo days, 
and then taken every other morning for 
another week, ia one of Uio best things 
to clear the oomplexlun. It acts iiki> 
magic, it should always bo mixed with 
molasses or something that will clear it 
from the system. 

Salt— a tttblespoonful d:s.iolved in a 
goblet of milk— is an oid-foshiuned 
recipe for beanti^lnr the complexion. 
It certainly is a siininc renudy, and if 
it does not lielp the eiitiiplexiou it \vill 
Strengthen the .sy.-.tcm. A great deal 
depends iipun the constitution of tlie 
person ami tlie kind uf complexion she 
has. What will help one woman won- 
derfully will have no etl'eet wliatuvi r on 
otiiers. One thing is certain, howcvur, 
milk 1* always conducive to aoftening 
and whitening the skin, and It Is n no- 
ticeable fact tliat gills who have never 
lireu aJloweil to drink len or coiruc. and 
who have drunk ipiantitlus of mWk, 
have generally, wlieu ihoy reach the 
B'^o of twenty, very Iwauti/ul compie.v- 
ions. 

lluihng water is also one of the Ih'.-i 
things w 111 which to keep the comiilex- 
ion in order. A tumbler should be 
drunk unu liour before every meal- If 
it It disagreeable by itself the juice of 
bait a lemon should bj added. Sugar 
clionld not be usud. Most women in 
summer time are too careless of tlieil 
coiuploxions, and when winter comos 
and they go uut to halls and parties 
they regret it- The sun is excellent for 
the complexion if it does not get too 
iniicli of il. A iiltiu browning and 
freckling is eftuntlmes vury buneticial, 
but wlien the face h exposed to too 
graat measure of the sun's ray* the 
skin is apt to become coarse. Veils — 
very thin ones —should always be worn 
at a souside resort, unless parasols are 
oarried. The salt jtU wd aun together 
are bad for the oomplexibn, thougn ex- 
cellent tor the general health. 

Fash'tooable.ijronicn and girls in New 
York always have their anus and necks 
"poiiahed' before going to a ball or 
other entertainment where they apjHiar 
'With vary deoollctto dresses. The 
"polishing" greatly beautilius thu skin. 
FI|Mt the arms and nock are rubbed 
<)^iy thoroughly with eiycurine nitd 
rose-water. After this li:i.s'boen rubbed 
olf. tho arms and shoulders are covered 
witli cold cream, whldi Is allowed to 
remain on Uftcen minutes. This is then 
rtibbeilolV with a piece of soft whito 
flannel and the arms and shoulders are 
covered witli "baby".powder andmblied 
very thoroughlv. I'bis flnlahe* the op- 
cnitioii. Wlien this is completed they 
liiiik like ]Kilishcd marble, and the skin 
scums to take on a wonderfully fine and 
boautifnl textura. Soma otw Ih» tng- 
gustod that the 'face bo treated fn ffie 
same way with gooil olVeiit. but this 
would be next lo i:iipo-sil)lu, as the tex- 
ture of the skin on tho arms 
and thoidden - 1^ ' otway* dllTeroAt 
from that o( the face. The faou 
slioiild always he washed in wator 
that lias the ciiill taken oil' it. Warm 
water is not good for the complexion, 
desp te all that has lx,'.'ii said 1 1 ilio 
conli'ary; neither is real cold water. 
Thu onu makus the skin llaliby. and in 
tiniu wrinkles it; tlic other roughens it. 
Cosmetics of every kind should Ihi 
avoided. Tliev arc always disgusting, 
and even a little |>owdor put on o?i a 
warm day. to "lake the shine olf." is 
objectionable. I'owdor and paint 
always stamp a wom;in at once nscoui- 
iiiou, no niatlur how small :i iiuantity 
may bo used. Oat meal and Indian 
meal water are bothoxoollout for wash- 
ing the face and hands in. The ranal 
softens the skin and g'ves to it a (!eli- 
CHto lluah which is very becoming. Thu 
majority of wqmon w ll also llud that 
s:dt water will help tlio-r cnmpluxUina. 
(let ten cente' worth of rock salt ever'J 
niontli oimI wash in a basin into wliicii 
a g«od himp of it has lu'en placed. Itain 
water is an exocllent thing for tlie skin, 
and there i.s as muoli truth ;w poetry in 
the saying that the "early dow of the 
morning will make ll><;. the faeo ol an 
angel the woman who bathes In 1^"— 
iV. y.
